LONDON,  Dec.  29. — James  Grieve, 
believed  to  be  the  oldest  man  in  Scot- 
land, died  at  his  dwelling,  Cor-an-tee, 
Loch  Eckside,  a  few  nights  ago.  He 
was  a  native  of  Inverness-shire,  where, 
according  to  his  own  belof,  he  was 
born  In  the  year  1800.  Ho  fixed  th* 
date  of  his  birth  by  his  recollections  of 
Waterloo.  He  was  then  a  boy  working 
in  the  fields,  and  when  the  news  of  the 
victory  arrived  he,  along  with  his  fel- 
low laborers,  participated  in  the  gen- 
eral rejoicings.  At  that  time  he  was 
fourteen  or  fifteen  years  of  age.  He 
maintained  the  use  of  his  faculties  al- 
most up  to  the  last,  and  was  able  to 
see  and  speak  with  visitors  till  within 
a  few  weeks  ago. 

For  almost  ninety-five  years  Grieve 
worked  as  a  shepherd,  and  even  after 
ho  had  retired  from  continuous  labor 
he  continued  to  assist  in  the  fields, 
"taking  a  turn  at  the  hay,"  as  he 
phrased  it.  Except  for  an  attack  of 
influenza  now  and  then  during  the  last 
years,  he  could  boast  of  an  absolutely 
clean  bill  of  health,  and,  centenarian 
though  he  was,  a  dally  walk  of  sev- 
eral   miles    over    rough    ways    had    no 

fears  for  him.

This  information  comes  to  Everett 
from  Portland,  where,  so  the  rumor 
has  it,  the  C.  P.  R.  has  acquired  sev- 
eral blocks  of  land  for  terminal  pur- 
poses. 

The  road,  still  to  quote  the  rumor,  la 
to  be  operated  by  electricity  through- 
out IU  length,  from  Vancouver  to  Se- 
attle and  to  Portland.  Between  Seattle 
and  Portland,  arrangements  are  said 
♦o  be  perfected  to  harness  200,000  horse- 
power from  certain  streams.  The  com- 
pany will  have  In  all  400,000  horse- 
power, as  about  200,000  horsepower  Is 
to  be  secured  in  Skagit  and  Whatcom 
counties,  where,  months  ago,  mysteri- 
ous parties  engineered  a  mammoth 
waierpower  deal. 

i>  is  a  well  known  fact.  In  Everett, 
that  surveys  are  now  in  progress  both 
to  the  north  and  to  the  south  of  this 
eity.  the  engineers  In  charge,  when 
questioned  concerning  their  operations, 
attempting  to  explain  that  they  are.

At  a  meeting  of  the 
city  council  resolutions  were  adopted 
calling  for  immediate  action  to  supply 
the  wants  of  the  families  of  the  in- 
jured and  dead.  Upon  the  suggestion 
of  Mayor  Maclnnes,  a  subscription  pa- 
per was  started,  and  In'  a  short  time 
nearly   $3,000   had   been  subscribed. 

Gathered  this,  forenoon  in  groups 
about  the  boiler  building,  which  was 
some  distance  from  the  icehouses,  were 
about  125  men,  mostly  Poles,  and  Ital- 
ians, awaiting  the  chance  to  earn  a  few 
dollars  by  cutting  ice.  With  a  crash, 
heard  for  miles  around,  the  boiler  bUrst. 
Bodies  of  men  and  fragments  of  iron 
and  timiiers  were  hurled  through  the 
air.  Those  of  the  workmen  who  were 
not  killed  outright,  were  seriously  In- 
jured, or   dazed.  ° 

The  entire  monetary  loss  will  not  ex-

MEXICO  CITY,  Dec.  29.— Mai  Paso, 
said  to  have  been  the  stronghold  of  the 
revolutionists  in  the  state  Of  Chihua- 
hua, was  captured  today  by  the  federal 
forces  according  to  telegrams  received 
late  tonight  by  government  officials 
here. 

The  officials  told  the  Associated 
Press  correspondent  that,  as  soon  as 
troops  under  GeperSi  Luque  joined 
those  of  General  Navarro.  m-„r  peder- 
nales  yesterday,  plans  were  made  to 
advance  upon  the  position  held  by  the 
rebels. 

In  accordance,  a  reconnoiterlng  party 
of  about  100  men  under  General  Cor- 
dllb*Tl2s>biedere  was  sent  out  this  morn- 
ing to  locate  the  position  of  the  enemy, 

The  troops  advanced  toward  Mai 
Paso,  and  were  fired  upon  from  the 
sides  of  the  canyon  by  the  revolution- 
ists General  Escuedero  ordered  hi-; 
men  to  advance  upon  their  position, 
and  after  a  sharp  skirmish  the  revolu- 
tionists fled,  leaving  the  pass  in  the 
possession  of  the  federal  troops.  No 
details  of  the  casualties  were  given  in 
official  dispatches,  but  it  is  thought 
several  on  both  sides  were  killed.  The 
leder.i!    troops  are   now   engaged   in   jje- 

palHng  the  tracks  of  the  Northwestern 
railroad  and  the  telegrapjb  lines,  which 
have  been  out  of  commission  tor  three 
weeks.  The  message  reporting  "the 
capture  of  Mai  Paso  came  tli reel  from 
that  point  to  Mexico  City. 

officials  here  said  the  taking  of  Mai 
Paso  was  a  deathblow  to  the  ins.ur- 
rectes,  as  that  point  had  always  been 
considered  the  strongest  possible  posi- 
tion that  they  held,  and  by  its  capture 
the  government  would  be  able  to  sup- 
ply its  forces  operating  toward  Ciudad 
Guerrero..  It  is  believed  the  next  en- 
counter will  be  at  Guerrero. 

General  l.uque's  force  was  said  to 
have  succeeded  in  joining  that  of  Gen-,, 
eral  Navarro  without  any  encounter 
with  the  lu.surrectos,  by  a  route  to  the 
south  of  Mai  Paso  canyon,  but  as  to 
the  future  conduct  of  the  campaign, 
information  was  refused  on  the  ground 
that  to  give  it  would  be  prejudicial  to 
its  success. 

Reports  that  have  reached  here 
through  unofficial  channels  from  Chi- 
huahua  say  Scouts,  from  General  I.u- 
que's  command,  wh'o  have  been,  explor- 
ing the  country  in  the  last  two  days 
between  Pedernales  and  Guerrero, 
brought  news  that  the  insurrectos  were 
dispersing,  and  thai  It  waa  probable 
that  when  the  combined  armies  of 
Duque  and  Navarro  reach  Guerrero, 
they  will  find  the  city  deserted,  by  the 

rebels. 

Stories  have,  appeared  In  newspapers 
of  Merida,  Yucatan,  that  uprisings  had 
occurred  in  Tabasco  and  Chiapas.  At 
the  war  department  today,  Bub-Secre- 
tary General  Salamanca  said  there  had 
been  no  trouble  whatever  In  Chiapas, 
but  that  , a  company  of  federal  troops 
had  routed  a  number  of  bandits  in 
Tabasco. 

Another   Report

Texas.— Official  reports  today,  which 
seem  to  be  confirmed  by  developments, 
indicate  that  the  first  stage  of  the  in- 
surrection in  western  Chihuahua  f* 
over,  and  the  second  has  begun.

Frequent  communications 
passed  between  the  board  and  the  Hon.

The 
passenger  rate  charged  in  British  Co- 
lumbia also  Is  higher  per  mile  than  is 
charged  in  eastern  Canada.

SCOTSMEN    COMING. 

It  is  announced  that  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  is  puing;  to  bring-  out 
five  thousand  Scotsmen  to  work  upon 
Its  railway  in  Briltsh  Columbia.  This 
is  very  good  news.  These  men  will 
all,  or  nearly  all,  become  settlers  in 
the  province  when  they  have  finished 
work  on  the  railway,  and  better  set- 
tlers than  Scotsmen  cannot  be  found 
anywhere.  From  the  standpoint  of 
the  company  this  will  prove  a  bene- 
ficial step.  While  Oriental  labor 
"would  be  cheaper  in  dollars,  we  do 
not  believe  it  would  prove  cheaper  in 
results,  and  the  settlement  of  a  large 
number  of  men  along  the  railway  line 
will  mean  the  development  of  busi- 
ness for  it  when  completed. 

This  news  demonstrates  the  wisdom 
of  the  course  pursued  by  the  provin- 
cial government  In  refusing  to  assent 
to  the  employment  of  Chinese  labor 
by  the  -company.  What  seemed  to 
many  people  a  very  strong  case  was 
made  out  on  behalf  of  the  company; 
hut  Mr.  McBride  stood  firm.  Better 
some  delay  than  a  relaxing  of  the 
principle  that  this  country  is  to  be 
kept  for  white  men,  was  his  position. 
On  realizing  that  the  government  had 
no  intention  of  yielding,  the  company 
sought  another  source;/  off.  labor  sup- 
ply,  and  it  seems   very  successfully., 


SHIPBUILDING. 


The  Colonist  has  consistently,  and 
some  think  persistently,  advocated 
the  taking  of  such  steps  by  the  Do- 
minion government  as  will  stimulate 
shipbuilding  on  this  coast  and  by 
preference  at  or  near  Victoria.  A 
phase  of  the  naval  policy  is  the  con- 
struction here  of  vessels  intended  for 
service  on  this  coast.  Properly  dir- 
ected this  poHcy  will  produce  very 
important  results";  but  unless  the 
government  carries  out  its  plans  on 
broad  lines,  having  in  view  not  only 
present  necessities,  but  future  re- 
q  lirements  as  well,  it  will  fall  to  take 
i  ill  advantage  of  a  great  opportunity 
and  thereby  make  Canada  as  .strong 
on  the  Pacific  as  she  ought  to  be.  We 
are  not  now  in  a  pivs'fion  to  build 
warships  here,  nor  are  we  in  a  posi- 
tion  to  construct  large  steel   craft  of 

.  kind.  We  are 'not  In  a  position 
to  dock  and  repair  such  ships.  More 
than  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago  the 
governuV^nt  recognized  the  necessity 
of  providing  a  graving  dock  here  that 
would  meet  the  requirements  of  ships 
of  the  Royal  Navy  and  of  mercantile 
marine.

It  reports  a  substantial 
increase  in  circulation  and  a  gain  of 
$5,000,000  In  deposits  not  bearing  in- 
terest, which  means  just 'so  much  In- 
crease in  the  transactions  of  the  bank 
with  commercial  firms,  corporations 
and  individuals.  It  holds  In  Us  vaults 
cash  reserves  equal  to  13  per  gent,  of 
Its  total  liabilities,  and  its  quick  as- 
sets, that  is  its  cash,  and  what  it  could 
turn  immediately  into  cash  if  called 
upon  to  do  so,  amount  to  37  per  cent. 
of  its  liabilities.  This  indicates  a  re- 
markably strong  position.  We  con- 
gratulate the  bank  upon  its  admirable 
showing,  which  not  only  reflects  great 
credit  upon  Its  officers,  but  upon  the 
general  condition  of  business  in  Can- 
ada.

We  have 
heard  of  young  men  in  this  city,  .in 
Vancouver,  in  Seattle  and  other  places 
who  have  lived  a  year  in  either  of 
those  cities  without  having  received  a 
social  Invitation  of  any  kind.  Many 
young  girls  have  a  similar  experience. 
It  seems  as  if  we  might  do  something 
to  remedy  this  state  of  things. 


AS  OTHERS  SEE   US 

The  Brandon  Sun  having  said  that 
Victoria  Is  a  "dead  town,"  the  Colonist 
informed  it  "that  there  is  not  a  city 
in  Canada  of  Its  population  that  is. 
progressing  more  rapidly  than  is  Vic- 
toria." The  Kingston  Standard  quotes 
this,  but  does  not  seem  inclined  to  be- 
lieve it.  It  says  that  the  slow  growth 
of  Victoria  Is  due  to  the  character  of 
its  first  settlers,  and  it  complains  that 
even  now  we  do  not  hold  out  a  welcom- 
ing hand  to  the  unfortunate  strangers 
who  come  within  our  gates."  This  sqr 
of  thing'calls  for  some  comment.  In  the 
first  place  it  is  not  true  that  the  history 
of  Victoria  was  marked  by  slow 
growth  before  the  advent  of  the  Can- 
adian1 Pacific  Railway  to  the  Coast, 
which  may  be  looked  upon  as  the  end 
of  the  old  order  of  things  In  British 
Columbia;  on  the  contrary,  the  city  in- 
creased in  wealth  and  population  as 
rapidly  as  any  other  place  upon  the 
coast. north  of  Portland,  Oregon.  There 
was  not  much  to.  stimulate  great 
growth  and  activity.  It  was  a  long 
way  from  Victoria  to  the  centres  of 
population'.,  It  is  all  very -well  for  a 
man  to  get  aboard  a  train  and  run 
out  here  in  five  or  six  days,  and  then 
wonder  why  thirty  years  and  more  ago 
this  city  was  not  getting  big  after  the 
fashion  in  which  some  of  the  Prairie 
towns  have  grown;  but  If  he  had 
been  living  there  in  the  days  before 
railway  .  construction  he  would  have 
understood  the  reason  better  than  he 
can  now  hope  to  do.  When  the  Can- 
adian Pacific  was  constructed,  the 
people  of  Victoria  entered  with  great 
vigor  into  the  work  of  building  up  a 
city  at  the  terminus  of  that  line.  Van- 
couver owes  a  great  deal  of  the  impetus 
that  set  it  forward  on  its  career  of 
progress  to  the  energy  and  money  of 
those  people  of ,  Victoria,"  whose  al- 
leged slowness  seems  to  have  produced 
such  an  Impression  upon  the  mind  of 
the  Standard  When  the  Kootenay 
country  began  to  attract  investors,  Vic- 
toria men  were  on  the  ground,  and  so 
it  has  been  all  over  British  Columbia; 
the  people  of  Victoria,  who  are  so  of- 
ten spoken  of  in  tones  of  ill-eoncealed 
contempt,  have  been  at  the  front  with 
their  capital,  their  enterprise  and 
above  all  else  with  their  political  In- 
fluence to  assist  in  the  work  of  pro- 
gress. We  are  not  going  to  deny  that 
they  did  not  always  do  the  things  best 
calculated  to  advance  the  material  wel- 
fare of  their  own  city,  but  they  were 
doing  their  part,  and  a  splendid  part 
It  was,  in  the  wider  field  presented  by 
the  whole  province.  We  may  remind 
the  Standard  that  there  are  some 
things  that  are  more  to  be  desired  In  a 
city  than  mere  bigness,  and  we  may 
add  that  the  whole  province,  now  mak- 
ing such  rapid  strides,  owes  more  than 
can  be  measured  to  the  men  of 
Victoria,

BRITISH    POLITICS 


As  the  holidays  draw  to  a  close  polit- 
ical speculation  as  to  the  outcome  of 
events  In  the  United  Kingdom  will  be 
renewed,  and  we  suppose  there  will  be 
the  usual  assortment  of  wild  guesses. 
Some  things  we  think  may  be  assumed. 
One  of  these  Is  that  Mr  Asquith  will 
not  ask  the  King  for  authority  to  create 
new  peers  before  introducing  his  Veto 
Bill.  To  do  that  would  be  to  assume 
that  the  Lords  would  reject  the  Bill 
when  it  is  sent  up  to  tbem,  and  such 
an  assumption  Is  unwarranted  by  con- 
stitutional usage,  however  much  reason 
there  may ^be  for  ,  belleylng  that  It 
would  meet  such  a  fate.,  Mr.  Asquith 
t  Win  doubtless  place  the  r^easure  be- 
fore the  House  of  Commons.  There 
will  be  a  full  debate;  its  merits  and  de- 
merits will  be  fully  canvassed;  prob- 
ably the  Unionists  will  seek  to  amend 
It.  When  the  Commons  has  passed  the 
measure  it  will  be  sent  to  the  Lords 
and  that  body  will  adopt  one  of  three 
courses.  It  may  either  pass,  reject,  or 
amend  the  Bill.  If  it  passes  It,  the 
Royal  assent  will  be  given,  and  the 
crisis  will  be  ft  an  end.  If  it  amends 
it,  the  Bill  will  come  back  to  the 
Commons.  If  that  body  concurs  in  the 
amendments  the  Bill  will  receive  the 
Royal  assent  and  become  law.  If  the 
Commons  does  not  agree  to  any 
amendments  that  may  be  made,  of  if 
the  Lords  reject  the  Billl  then  and  not 
until  then  will  any  occasion  arise  for 
the  employment  of  the  /Royal  pre- 
rogative for  the  creation  of  peers.  We 
do  not  suppose  for  a  moment  that  the 
latter  step  will  have  to  be  taken;  for 
if  the  Crown  shall  intimate  Its  Inten- 
tion to  create  peers  so  that  the  Bill  may 
become  law,  the  Lords  will  doubtless 
withdraw  all  opposition.  We  do  not 
anticipate  that  the  Lords  will  reject  the 
Bill  as  it  comes  first  from  the  Com- 
mons, but  think  in  all  likelihood  they; 
will  make  amendments  to  it  defining 
their  position.  If  the  Commons  does 
not  accept  those  amendments,  we  think 
it  very  probable  that  the,  Lords  will 
give  no  further  opposition,  because  they 
would  have  no  desire  to  see  the  King 
placed  in  the  position  of  having  to  de- 
cide upon  a  matter  of  legislation.  If 
Mr.  Asquith  should  advise  the  creation 
of,  peers  In  order  to  give  effect  to  the 
vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Commons 
fresh  from  the  people  and  after  an 
election  in  which  the  measure  in  dis- 
pute was  an  issue,  It  is  difficult  to 
see  how  his  Majesty  could  refuse  to 
do  so  without  precipitating  a  far 
mpre  serious  crisis  than  that  which 
now  exists.  For  this  reason  is 
unlikely  that  the  Lords  will  press  th-ir 
opposition  to  the  Veto  Bill  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  compel  action  by  the 
Crown.

Books 
and  teachers  are  equally  at  the  service 
of  men  and  women  although  the  older 
seats  of  learning  will  not  grant  de- 
grees. In  Australia,  In  New  Zealand, 
ami  in  some  of  the  United  States,  wo- 
men assist  in  legislation.  In  Great 
Britain  a  great  struggle  for  the  fran- 
chise has  been  going  on.  We  are  told 
that  the  strength  and  influence  of  its 
advocates  have  been  greatly  exagger- 
ated.

p.  R.   liner  was  the  first  of  the  time 
Empresses   to   arrive    from    the  yards 
at    the   builders   in  Barrow-in-Furness 
reaching  Victoria  in  April,  1891.     The 
Empress  of     India     and     Empress     of 
Cftina   followed  at  intervals,  the  form- 
er  carrying   a    large    party    of   excur- 
sionists   around   the    world,    calling    at 
Gibraltar.    Naples,    Marseilles.    Ceylon. 
Colombo.  Penang  and     Singapore     en 
route   to   Hong  Kong  from   where   she 
came  to  Victoria.     Each  of  the  steam- 
ers  has   since'  been   regularly   engaged 
In    the    Oriental    trade    without   much 
interruption  and  have  each  made  over 
one    and    n    quarter    million    miles  Jit 
sea,     approximately     fifty    times     the 
distance  around   the   earth.     The  Em- 
press  of   Japar    holds   the   record   for 
the   fastest    passage    made    across    the 
Pacific  ocean,    made     ten    years     ago 
when    the    trip     from     Yokohama    to 
Victoria  was  covered  in  ten  days  ana 
ten    hours.  .    This    passage    has    never 
been  equalled.

Whereas,  there  is  no  first  class 
theatre  in  the  City  of  Victoria,  and  it 
is  considered  desirable  that  one  should 
be  erected;

amount  of  £100  sterling,  and  one,  if  ne- 
ecssary,  for  a  less  sum  in  sterling 
money  to  complete  the  authorized  is- 
sue. 

3.  The  said  debentures  shall  bear

Since  the  passing  of  the  women  suf- 
frage amendment  to  the  state  consti- 
tution, many  women,  registered  und 
voted  today,  but  the  majority  preferred 
to  leave  the  choice  to  the  husbands 
and  fathers, 

The  vote  was  ;  ght.  the  registration 
being  19,000. 

The  five  commissioners  to  whom  the 
government  or  the  city  will  be  turned 
over  will  be  voted  upon  next.  Mayor 
Pratt  has  been  urged  to  run  for  com- 
missioner by  Governor  M.  E.  Hay.
